Ottawa reports that Russian pulp- 
wood is being imported into Canada, re- 
shipped to the United States, and sold 
there at cut rates. The chief forestry 
officer of the province of Quebec is 
stated to have made the declaration, 
basing it on facts within his personal 
knowledge. 

In the recent amendments to 
customs law, power was taken by 
Dominion Government to exclude the 
products of any country which was not 
a signatory to the treaty of Versailles. 
With Russia dumping coal in Montreal, 
and using Canada as a wood-yard from 
which to dump pulpwood in the United 
States, the query arises as to whether 
this power was taken for practical pur- 
poses or only for appearance. 


RADIUM IN CANADA

The report that a large body of 
radium-bearing ore has been found in 
Ontario, and the announcement that in- 
dications of the substance have been 
found in Manitoba, will be of interest 
far beyond the borders of those pro- 
vinces and of the Dominion. 

The world is desperately in need of 
radium, for the treatment of cancer. 
The present sources of very limited sup- 
ply are Colorado, the Belgian Congo 
and Czecho-Slovakia. Only about 60 to 
70 grammes are produced in a year, 
and the price is about $72,000 a 
gremme. The prohibitive price is said 
to be due, not to the cost of vtoduetinn 
but to the scarcity of deposits from 
which the substance can be obtained. 

“All is not gold that glitters,” and 
a good many supposed “finds” of valu- 
able minerals in Canada have turned 
out to be delusions. It is to be hoped 
that investigation will prove the report- 
ed radium discoveries to be the opening 
of a new and large source of supply. 
The ensuing development would be im- 
ago from the industrial standpoint, 
ut incalculably more important in the 
opportunity thus offered of meeting a 
real world need and of bringing the cost 
of this curative agent down to a level 
which would make its healing proper- 
ties available to sufferers everywhere. 


SELLING THE WHEAT? 


Stated in the rough, Premier Ben- 
nett proposes to sell Canadian wheat in 
Great Britain by raising the Canadian 
tariff ten per cent against foreign goods, 
but on condition that Britain imposes 
a ten per cent tariff on foreign wheat 
and other products in which Canada is 
interested. 

As the tariff is to be revised upward 
when parliament re-assembles, the ten 
per cent increase in the genera! rates is 
likely enough, whatever Britain may 
think about this preference proposal. 
But the inference from the Premier's 
Statement is that unless Britain accepts 
the proposal there will be no preference 
whatever granted to British goods en- 
tering Canada in future. 

This evidently is what Mr. Bennett 
meant by “blasting” a way into outside 
markets. Britain is told, in effect, that 
unless it imposes a tariff on foreign 
wheat and other products, the prefer- 
ence it has hitherto enjoyed in the Can- 
adian tariff will be wiped out. If that 
is not what the Premier meant there 
was no point in explaining his prefer- 
ence scheme as 4 means by which he 
hoped to sell Canadian wheat in the old 


Perhaps that is a good way to sell 
wheat in Great Britain. That will de- 
‘end upon whether the people of Bri- 
ain think a ten per cent concession in 
tustoms rates on the $180,000,000 
worth of goods they sell in Canada 
oe be worth snare te them than a ten 

cent increase in the cost of the 225.- 
000,000 bushels of wheat they annually 
import and on the other commodities 
which Canada now sells there in com- 
petition with the rest of the world. 


ALBERTA NEEDS THE STOCK 


Reports are current, correct or 
otherwise, that feeder cattle are being 
bought in Alberta and shipped to Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan to be fattened. 
is the case, no fault of course at- 
to those who are selling the cat- 
to those who are buying and ex- 
porting.them. But it is not in the inter-

ests of agriculture in Alberta, nor to 
the eral welfare, that this export 
should be going on at the present time. 
There are perhaps 200,000,000 bush- 
els of grain in this province, including 
low de wheat, oats and barley, 
which cannot possibly be sold as grain 
at a price that will leave the wer 
anything for himself, if it will even 
bring enough to clear the cost of raising 
it. ¢ one chance to turn this grain 
to profitable account is to feed it to 
stock. But the majority of Alberta 
farmers have not the stock, and those 
who most need stock have not the 
money to buy it. 
u ong ™~ Government of 
anito ners an arrangement 
with financial institutions there with a 
view to enabling farmers to borrow 
money with which to buy stock to con- 
sume the supply of cheap grain. The 
Government of Saskatchewan is under- 
stood to have taken action to the same 
end. The reports cited above may have 
reference to the results of that policy, 
and explain how Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan farmers can invade Alberta and 
take away stock that is required to eat 
up the cheap grain in this province. 
Alberta's Minister of Agriculture 
should long ago have evolved some 
scheme for enabling Alberta farmers to 
do what Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
farmers are apparently doing. There is 
feed in this province for every head of 
stock a it, and feed which cannot be 
profitably marketed in any other way 
than on the hoof. If it was good busi- 
ness to back the wheat pool last winter 
and save it from bankruptcy it would 
be equally good business now to back 
farmers in buying stock, and thus save 
them from the same fate.

VANCOUVER, B.C., Oct. 10—Exten- 
sion of Canada’s trade with Japan and. 
China may result from the trade mis- 
sion of the Canadian Chambers of 
Commerce, who will sail for the Orient 
on the Steamship Empress of Russia 

on October 16. 
The itinerary of the party includes, 
organized business sessions in the’ 


principal cities of Japan and in 
Shanghai and Hong Kong. At each of 
these lecal business people who are 
interested in trade with Canada will 
be in attendanee. There will also be 
a number of conferences with govern- 
ment trade officials in both Japan and 
Chim. 7 i 
The possibilities for extending Can- 
ada’s wheat and flour exports to the 
Orient will be thoroughly explored 
This phase of the trade mition will 
be of particular interest at this time 
in view of the present wheat situation 
and the urgent need of finding new 
markets for Canada’s wheat. In th 
connection, the Roya! Bank of Can- 
ada's circular for September, 1930, 
dealing with the wosld wheat situa- 
tion. said:
